patched to 11 First St. in 
Mount Eden at 4:53 p.m. 
Friday with reports that a 
woman had been assaulted 
and possibly pistol- 


whipped. 

“Upon arriving, we 
learned the perpetrator was 
Benjamin Mobley,” Stump 
said.

A Beaver Lake Road woman was 
arraigned Tuesday in Anderson 
Circuit Court on first-degree felony 
assault and other charges stemming 
from a string of motor vehicle acci¬ 
dents last fall. 

Jordan McDermott, 21, of 1308 
Beaver Lake Road also faces a felo¬ 
ny count of wanton endangerment; 
felony and misdemeanor counts for 
criminal mischief; a misdemeanor 
count of failure to stop and render 
aid; DUI; disregarding a traffic con¬ 
trol device; failure to wear a seat 
belt; no motor vehicle insurance; 
and reckless driving. 

The charges stem from Sept. 14, 
2011 vehicle accidents that started 
near Hilltop Drive, and included 
wrecks at US 62 and Powell Taylor 
Road. 

She was arrested March 10 by the 
Kentucky State Police and lodged in 
the Shelby County Detention Cen¬ 
ter on $50,000 bail.

Branson pleads not guilty; family 
says'grief just horrible' over loss

Modena Branson’s family wept in the 
courtroom when the man charged with 
murdering her was escorted into court, 
and shook clenched fists at him in the 
street when he was whisked away after 
pleading not guilty. 

Timothy Lee Branson, 50, of 1600 Bal¬ 
lard Road was arraigned Tuesday morn¬ 
ing in Anderson Circuit Court, where 
he entered his plea and learned his next 
court date will be May 8. 

He is charged in the shooting death 
of his wife, Modena Branson, earlier this 
month at their residence. 

Family members were quiet as he 
was led into court to enter his plea, but 
afterward broke their silence while 
standing on the Court Street sidewalk 
as they waited for Timothy Branson to 
leave. 


“The grief is just horrible,” said her 
daughter, Patricia Darnell, who accord¬ 
ing to police reports was in her mother’s 
driveway the afternoon she was mur¬ 
dered. 

“She didn’t deserve to die. She was 
only 50 years old, and I’m only 30 and 
will have to live the rest of my life 
without my mom.” 

As Darnell spoke, a van transporting 
Branson back to the Kentucky State 
Reformatory went by, sparking a reac¬ 
tion from her and several other family 
members who shouted at him, shook 
their fists at him and called for him to 
look at them as he went past. 

Another family member was driving 
the opposite way on Court Street when 
the van past, and blew her car’s horn at 
him. 

Branson’s attorney backed up his not 
guilty plea immediately following his 
appearance in front of Circuit Court 
Judge Charles Hickman. 

“This was a tragedy, but we look

Two admit 
to 100-plus 

car break-ins 

City police warn:'Lock up cars'

Two Lawrenceburg men con¬ 
fessed to breaking in and stealing 
property from more than 100 vehi¬ 
cles over the last three months, 
city police reported. 

Lt. Chris Atkins, representing 
Chief Tommy Burris at the March 
12 city council meeting, reported 
that city police had found the two 
male individuals responsible for 
more than 100 car break-ins across 
the county. 

“They’re still recovering prop¬ 
erty every day,” Atkins said. 

Officer Jeremy Cornish, who 
issued the search warrant for 
two 23-year-old and 20-year-old 
Lawrenceburg brothers, said the 
break-ins began in December 
2011. He said he identified the two 
suspects because of the manner 
in which they broke in to every 
vehicle. 

“They would empty out all of

Health department offering free HPV vaccine

A vaccine health officials say 
helps prevent cervical cancer and 
other diseases caused by HPV 
infection is being offered through 
October at no cost at the Ander¬ 
son County Health Department, 
according to a news release. 

“It is the first vaccine to be 
developed against a known risk 
factor for the development of can¬ 
cer,” said Renee Durr, a registered 
nurse and the department’s nurse 
supervisor. 

The vaccine is offered for males 
and females between the ages of 9 
and 26. 

“The HPV vaccination is a series 
of three shots which takes six 
months to complete, so we need

to start the series on a patient in 
April in order to complete it prior 
to the end of October,” Durr said. 

“Don’t miss out on this grant- 
funded opportunity to vaccinate 
your son or daughter for free 
against a known risk factor for 
cancer.” 

The vaccine helps protect boys 
and girls from certain diseases 
caused by human papillomarvirus 


(HPV), according to information 
released by the health depart¬ 
ment. 

In females ages 9 to 26, the 
vaccine helps protect against two 
types of HPV that cause about 75 
percent of cervical cancer cases, 
and two more types that cause 90 
percent of genital warts cases, the 
information states. 

In boys and young men ages 
9 to 26, the vaccine helps protect 
against 90 percent of genital warts 
cases. 

It also helps protect girls and 
young women ages 9 to 26 against 
70 percent of vaginal cancer cases 
and up to 50 percent of vulvar 
cancer cases, according to the 
news release.

forward to clearing Mr. 
Branson as quickly as 
possible,” said Louisville- 
based attorney Theodore 
S. Shouse. 

Asked if he was infer¬ 
ring that Modena Bran¬ 
son’s death was acciden¬ 
tal, Shouse said, “I’m not 
inferring anything, we’re 
just looking forward to 
clearing him as quickly 
as possible.” 

Following the hearing, 
Modena Branson’s fam¬ 
ily said she and Timothy 
Branson were in the pro¬ 
cess of getting divorced, 
adding that all she 
wanted was to get some 
peace in her life and to 
get away from him. 

“He was a very con¬ 
niving, controlling and 
manipulative person,” 
Patricia Darnell said. “He 
talked down to her all 
the time and never gave 
her a minute’s peace. 

“I hope his life is never 
peaceful again,” added 
one of Modena Branson’s 
three sisters, Dawn 
Catlett. 

“He was like a stray 
dog you just couldn’t 
make go away,” Dar¬ 


nell said. “He killed my 
momma because he 
thought if I can’t have 
her, no one’s going to 
have her.” 

Shackled at hands 
and feet and wearing an 
orange prison jumpsuit, 
Branson appeared to 
have largely recovered 
from what police say was 
a self-inflicted gunshot 
wound that occurred 
after he allegedly shot 
his wife. 

Unlike his last public 
appearance two weeks 
ago at the Post 12 State 
Police barracks in Frank¬ 
fort, Branson did not 
have bandages around 
the bottom of his face, 
nor did he have massive 
bruising around his left 
eye, nose and chin. 

He has been confined 
to the Kentucky State 
Reformatory and held on 
$1 million bail. 

On the day of the 
shooting, Darnell 
dropped her mother 
off at her Ballard Road 
home and waited in the 
driveway while she went 
inside, according to infor¬ 
mation contained in an 
affidavit police secured 
to search the residence. 

Darnell said her 
mother phoned her from 


inside the residence and 
that she overheard an 
argument inside, fol¬ 
lowed by two or three 
“loud pops.” 

Darnell and her 14- 
year-old son ran to the 
Track door and were 
confronted by Timothy 
Branson who was point¬ 
ing a gun in their direc¬ 
tion, according to the 
affidavit. 

Darnell said he told 
them they needed to 
leave. When Darnell 
asked where her mother 
was, Timothy Branson 
pointed at the floor in 
the living room. 

She said she could see 
her mother on the floor, 
and that Branson again 
pointed the gun at them 
and said they better 
leave. 

Darnell left and called 
911, according to the affi¬ 
davit. 

The Anderson County 
Sheriff’s Office arrived 
first and established a 
perimeter around the 
residence. 

When other officers 
entered the house, they 
found Modena Branson 
on the living room floor. 
They found Timothy 
Branson there, too, with 
a self-inflicted gunshot 


wound.

the vehicles, leave it a wreck,” Cornish 
said. “Take all the firearms.” 

There has been no physical dam¬ 
age reported for any vehicles that the 
two brothers burglarized, Cornish said, 
mainly because every vehicle they tar¬ 
geted was unlocked. 

“Every vehicle was unlocked,” he 
said. “They would come to a locked 
vehicle and bypass the locked vehicle 
to get to the unlocked one. And that 
could be a message to the Anderson 
County public: lock your doors.” 

The Anderson News chose not to 
report the suspects’ names because 
police would not confirm by Tuesday 
that they had been arrested. 

Cornish said he has not calculated 
the total value of the items taken, but 
stolen property included cartons of 
cigarettes, a 24-pack of Mountain Dew, 
iPods, loose change, four firearms, med¬ 
ication, car stereo speakers, car amps 
and purses, among other things. 

The brothers broke in to vehicles all 
over the city, notably the Bob-O-Link, 
North wood loop and O’ Hare subdivi¬ 


sions. 

“Every city street pretty much got 
hit,” Cornish said. 

After issuing the search warrant on 
March 7, Cornish said he found more 
than 30 car keys with garage door 
openers on the key fobs in the suspects’ 
residence. 

He then took both male subjects to 
the police department for an interview, 
where they confessed to the break-ins. 

“Upon the interview, subjects con¬ 
fessed to multiple counts, over 100 
cars,” Cornish said. 

Cornish said he then released the 
suspects due to their cooperation 
regarding the recovery of the stolen 
property. 

“I explained that if they cooperated 
with me, we’d talk about charges this 
week,” he said. 

Cornish said the suspects drove him 
around after the interview, where they 
recovered purses stashed behind Dowl¬ 
ing Hall, off of Leslie Way and High¬ 
land Drive. 

Police plan to arrest both men and 
charge them with 80-100 counts each 
for theft by unlawful taking and/or 
criminal trespassing, as well as theft of 
a controlled substance, Cornish said.

from witnesses, Mobley also had 
fired the weapon in the direction of 
the victim, whose name has not been 
released. 

The victim declined EMS transport, 
Stump said. 

Mobley was not at his residence fol¬ 
lowing the incident, but the sheriff’s 
department obtained information that 
he was in Mount Washington, Stump 
said. 

With the assistance of Mount Wash¬ 
ington Police and the Bullitt County 
Sheriff’s Department, Stump and depu¬ 
ties from his office shut down Flatlick 
Road in Mount Washington and sur¬ 


rounded the residence where Mobley 
was located. 

Law enforcement officials did not 
know whether Mobley possessed a gun 
at this point, Stump said. 

Mobley first declined to come out of 
the residence, but Stump said he was 
able to talk him out of the house and 
take him into custody. 

Mobley is currently being held in 
the Shelby County Detention Center 
on a $25,000 bond. 

Stump confirmed that Benjamin 
Mobley is the father of Renee Mobley, 
who was murdered in Anderson Coun¬ 
ty in September 2010. Gary Bancroft 
of Anderson County pleaded guilty to 
murder last year and is incarcerated in 
the Kentucky State Penitentiary. 

No court dates for Mobley had been 
set as of Tuesday morning.

couple of weeks. She 
said she’s been think¬ 
ing about Ohio, where 
she was a married teen¬ 
ager living through the 
beginnings of the Great 
Depression. 

“That’s where I’d love 
to stay, but my mother 
got sick and I had to 
come home and take 
care of her,” Frances said, 
sitting out on the porch 
at Hometown Manor 
on Monday. “I shut my 
eyes and wondered if my 
home out there would 
still be there.” 

Born on March 26, 
1910, Frances grew up 
in Franklin County and 
attended primary school 
and church at Nineveh 
Christian Church. She 
said she asked her father 
if she could go work at 
age 14 in the local shoe 
factory. He laughed at 
the idea, Gay said. 

When Frances applied 
for a job at the factory, 
the supervisor asked for 
her age. She lied, telling 
him she was 18. Frances 
said she worked at the 
shoe factory for about 19 
years, even when both 
her husband and her son 
were “in the service.” 

“It wasn’t a very good 
feeling to have your hus¬ 
band and your son gone 
at the same time,” Fran¬ 
ces said of their military 
service. 

She said she met 
her husband, Berdine 
Gay, at the shoe factory. 
After only two weeks’ 
courtship, a 14-year-old 
Frances and 16-year-old 
Berdine “ran off to get 
married” in Indiana. 

“Lasted a long time,” 
Frances said of her more 
than 65 years of mar¬ 
riage to her late husband. 
“There were ups and 
downs, but boy, it lasted a 
long time.” 

When she was 15, 
Frances gave birth to 
her first son, an 11-pound 
baby boy. She said she 
was in bed for about 30 
days after that. 

“You used to never go to 
the hospital to go have 
a child,” Frances, who 
had two sons Rudy and 
Denny, said. 

After the shoe factory 
closed during the Great 
Depression, Frances and 
her husband traveled 
to Ohio, where Berdine 
found work and she fin¬ 
ished high school. 

Ohio was the first 
place she had ever seen a 
fast-food restaurant. 

“It was something dif¬ 
ferent,” Frances said.

record herself singing on 
two gospel music albums 
at an Akron radio sta¬ 
tion. 

“Not like it is now,” 
Frances said of the music 
she sang on the album. 

She returned to Frank¬ 
lin County to care for her 
mother. Frances eventu¬ 
ally came to live on Todd 
Street, about 300 yards 
away from the governor’s 
mansion in Frankfort. 

“We’d sit out in the 
yard sometimes and have 
supper,” Frances said of 
her neighbor, the former 
governor’s wife Martha 
Layne Collins. “She was 
a wonderful person, I 
thought. I wish there was 
a way I could get a hold 
of her. I haven’t heard 
anything from her for a 
long, long time.” 

Frances’s grandson, 
Mike Gay of Lawrence- 
burg, said his grandmoth¬ 
er was pretty wonderful 
herself. 

“She’s a Christian 
woman; reads her Bible 
every day,” Mike said. 
“Perfectly healthy. She 
takes an aspirin every 
day. That’s all she takes.” 

Mike, who moved to 
Anderson County in 
1960, said he and Frances 
are pretty close. Frances 
has six grandchildren 
and several great-grand¬ 
children and great great¬ 
grandchildren. 

“I can remember back 
when I was 4-years-old, 

I think she bought my 
first bicycle,” Mike said,

C olumn as I see ’em... 

While writing a news story this week about the financial 
foolishness that has been uncovered by the new interim 
health director, I couldn’t help but recall what our 
old buddy Dr. Steve Davis said about the previous 
health director. 

You remember Davis, right? He’s the interim state 
health director (God and Gov. Beshear know why, but 
I certainly don’t) who has some sort of man-crush on 
former Anderson County health director Brandon 
Hurley. 

Davis, you’ll recall, showed up at a health board 
meeting here toward the end of last year and gushed 
about the wonderful job Hurley was doing — never 
mind that the judge-executive wanted him fired and 
the health department was on the brink of financial 
insolvency. 

In fact, Davis was so effusive in his praise that at 
one point during the meeting he declared he would like to put 
Hurley “in a copy machine and spread him to many other places. 
He has made concrete changes that will see improvement to the 
financial situation.” 

At that time, all I knew was that the health department was 
rapidly going broke, and that Hurley was largely to blame. So 
when Davis popped off about spreading Hurley around, I vomited 
a little in my mouth but was able to keep it in. 

Had I known then what I reported this week, it’s a safe bet that 
same vomit would have hit the floor. 

Examples that really stood out for me included having six 
bathroom exhaust fans that run 24/7 because they don’t have 
an off switch; paying state tax on the electric bill; not having 
the thermostats programmed to switch heat from electric to gas 
when temperatures fall; having the water heater run almost non¬ 
stop because it wasn’t being used correctly; and having a contract 
with an out-of-town company to change furnace filters a couple 
times of year to the tune of 5 grand. 

And here’s the sweetheart of them all. Back when the build¬ 
ing was under construction, Hurley OK’d around $45 each day in 
kerosene during the winter months to keep concrete and other 
materials from freezing. 

What he could have done, and was told to do but ignored, was 
to utilize the natural gas line already in place and heat the same 
materials for literally pennies each day. Instead, he spent thou¬ 
sands on kerosene instead of a few bucks on natural gas. 

Granted, Davis couldn’t have known of these small but costly 
screw-ups, but he should have known that where there’s smoke, 
there’s certainly fire. 

Yet instead of coming here and helping determine what was 
actually wrong, Davis used his appearance to try to keep Hurley 
— whom he and health board member Joy Hoskins lobbied to hire 
— employed. 

That makes me a bit nervous, folks, because if Davis is first 
concerned about protecting his backside instead of the taxpay¬ 
ers, Lord only knows how inefficiently his bloated state health 
department office is being run. 

Perhaps it’s time for Beshear to stop fretting over a public vote 
on gaming, gerrymandering House seats and instead take a long 
hard look at what’s going on with his own interim director. 

If the governor needs a hand, I’ll bet he could get our judge- 
executive quoted in the newspaper saying Davis should be fired, 
and our interim health director could find him plenty of savings 
to boot. 

All he needs to do is ask. 

S peaking of fretting, it is interesting to see how much response 
we’ve received regarding the illegal dumping on the gravel 
portion of Wildcat Road. 

I’m a big fan of that area and would hate to see the road closed 
to through traffic just because a few chowder-heads aren’t smart 
enough not to trash it. 

Cameras would certainly help, but I’ll voluntarily hang a tree 
stand or two out there and enlist the help of my fellow hunters to 
stand watch. 

It would give me great pleasure to witness (and photograph for 
the paper) some dope tossing trash over the bank there, and even 
greater pleasure to call 911 and rat them out. 

S peaking of response, I can’t wait to see how the public reacts 
to any efforts by the city, county, schools or other taxing dis¬ 
tricts to raise their tax rates next month. 

Most have behaved themselves quite well over the past few 
years, particularly the school and health districts, which have 
kept their respective rates flat. 

Given the $50 million in property tax base Wild Turkey pro¬ 
vided last year with its expansion, and another $44 million due 
to hit the books next year thanks to the distillery’s new bottling 
facility, there has been plenty of economic growth right there to 
allow each district (excluding the city) to keep their current rates 
for another year.

can’t describe my joy 
at hearing of the upset 
about the state of Wildcat 
Creek. 

My wife and I moved here 
just three years ago from 
northern Woodford County 

— not far as the crow flies 
but in some ways like a dif¬ 
ferent country. We were 
nature lovers living among 
carefully manicured horse 
farms — beautiful in their 
way but completely unnatu¬ 
ral — and our first spring in 
Anderson County was par¬ 
tially spent on learning to 
coax vegetables out of rocky 
soil and partially on learning 
to appreciate that the weeds 
that horse farmers in Wood¬ 
ford exterminated from their 
bluegrass and alfalfa were, 
in their own environment, 
lovely wildflowers. 

I drove up Wildcat Road 
one day and was awestruck 
at the beauty of the rocky 
creek bed. The foliage was 
out and my eyes were mostly 
on the road, so I missed some 
of the happier sights, so I left 
with an urge to return for a 
hike. 

After growing a bit overly 
familiar with Case Road on 
my twice-daily walks with 
our dogs, I took one of them 
to Tyrone. I parked near the 
beginning of the gravel por¬ 
tion of Wildcat Road and led 
Ollie to the creek.

But I’ve often wondered if 
it might in fact take an out¬ 
sider with a fresh eye to see 
the potential for this canyon. 

So it gladdens my heart 
to hear the outrage that oth¬ 
ers feel about the abuse of 
the land and the condition 
to which Wildcat Creek has 
sunk. 

I am elated that it is native 
Anderson Countians them¬ 
selves who are raising a cry 
to return the area to a more 
natural state and to protect 
and preserve it. 

I applaud David Ruggles 
for the efforts he intends 
making to acquire assistance 
in cleaning up the area.

I recently attended a 
seminar on effectively 
communicating respect 
and inclusion in today’s 
diverse business envi¬ 


ronment. 

Leslie Aguilar is the 


author of the insightful 
book “Ouch! That Stereo¬ 
type Hurts.” I especially 
benefited from learning 
about what to do when 
things go wrong. 

Who hasn’t said some¬ 
thing that they later 
wished they hadn’t said 
or didn’t explain in a 
way that was clearly 
understandable to the 
listener. 

The following are 
some ideas on how you 
can speak up about 
your beliefs on respect 
toward others without 
speaking ill of anyone 
else. 

Many people remain 
silent because they 
don’t know what to say 
even though they feel 
uncomfortable. They 
may be embarrassed 
but they also fear nega¬ 
tive reactions if they do 


speak up. 

It could be that they 
heard an embarrassing 
story/joke or a deroga¬ 
tory comment based on 
racial/cultural charac¬ 


teristics. 

You don’t want to 
be socially isolated just 
because you don’t want 
to join in those types 
of conversations. You 
may feel encouraged to 
speak up if you assume 
that the other person 
is a decent person who 
didn’t intend to offen¬ 


sive. 

Just one person speak¬ 
ing up can inspire others 
to do the same - to be 
more respectful. 

Here are six ways 
that you can speak up 
without offending. 

Assume good intent 
on the part of the speak¬ 
er and then explain 


briefly how the com¬ 
ment or story impacts 
you. “I know you mean 
well, but it hurts when 
you say...” 

Patiently ask a ques¬ 
tion about what the per¬ 
son said. “What do you 
mean?” “What was that 
you said?” 

Your tone of voice is 
important. The speaker 
may not realize what 
they have said. There’s 
also the possibility that 
you missed the word 
“no” or “not” which 
completely changes the 
meaning of what was 
said. 

Interrupt and redirect 
the conversation, not 
the person. “Let’s not go 
there.” Don’t stay silent 
which shows agreement 
with the speaker. Qui¬ 
etly leave the conversa¬ 
tion. 


Broaden the state¬ 
ment to a universal 
behavior. “I don’t think 
it’s a_thing, it 


applies to everyone.” 

Make it an individual 
statement, instead of an 
entire group. “Are you 
speaking of someone in 
particular?” Someone 
may have said, “I think 
all_are just 


Your response may 
help the speaker see 
that really they just 
know of one example of 
this behavior, or even if 
it’s two examples, it cer¬ 
tainly isn’t everyone. 

Say “Ouch.” Just this 
one four letter word can 
help turn conversations 
around. 

“Ouch” is an accept¬ 
able word that shows 
that someone’s comment 
has hurt. Usually the 


word “Ouch” doesn’t 
offend and it doesn’t 
label the speaker. It 
merely gives a brief 
response that something 
was said that was hurt¬ 
ful. You don’t even have 
to explain why you said 
“Ouch” unless the speak¬ 
er provides an opening 
for it. 

Consider how you can 
be a positive example to 
promote respect among 
co-workers, neighbors, 
and your family mem¬ 
bers. 

You could set the 
example for someone 
who feels powerless to 
speak up or is just too 
stunned to say anything.

When I first moved here, I remem¬ 
ber people tell me that you can’t 
plant summer vegetables like toma¬ 
toes and peppers and such until 
Mother’s Day. 

In fact, the second year I was here 
it snowed on Mother’s Day! 

Here it is 2012, and it’s 80 degrees 
in March! The USDA has changed its 


planting zone map and we’re planting 
earlier because it’s warmer. 

I can’t tell you how many people 
have asked me recently if it’s OK to 
plant their tomatoes outside. It’s a 
little early, folks. 

One reason to delay planting sum¬ 
mer veggies is the stormy weather we 
get in the spring. Strong winds can 
flatten new plants. 

We will also get some cold weather 
before summer gets here. I don’t 
think we’ll get to below freezing tem¬ 
peratures, but we’ll probably get close 
a few times. 

Summer veggies like it hot! If you 
feel brave, have big enough plants 
and a way to keep them warm, go 
ahead and experiment. Just don’t put 


much out, in case you lose them to 
the weather. 

We’re almost two weeks away from 
Good Friday, the traditional day to 
plant potatoes. 

By the time you read this, I’ve 
already got them in the ground. I 
wanted to plant them earlier, but 
spring cleaning got in my way. I also 
have peas, onions, lettuce, radish 
and a few beans, cukes and squash 
planted. 

I’m betting that Gallreins has 
already planted some early corn! If it 
gets cold, I have lots of cloth covers. 

Believe it or not, I think March is 
going to end up being warmer than 
May, but who knows. One thing is cer¬ 
tain: it’s going to be a severe weather 


kind of spring, so be prepared in all 
things. Storms are nothing to be flip¬ 
pant about. 

Severe means just that, so know 
where everything is before the sirens 
go off. Run through a drill with all 
family members and pets. Have a 
plan on where to go and what to 
bring with you. It’d be a shame to 
miss out on all those veggies when 
harvest time comes! 

Now, get out there and do what you 
can while the sun shines down. Just 
be sure to listen to the peppers so you 
can duck and cover in time!

Moore held two degrees 
from the University of 
Massachusetts: a master’s 
of education (research 
and statistics, 1976) 
and an MBA (business 
policy, 1978). In 2000, 
she received a Master 
of Divinity degree from 
Harvard Divinity School. 

During her time at 
Harvard, Gwen served 
as a ministerial intern at 
The First Parish Church 
in Lincoln, Mass. She 
authored many published 
articles and a book on 
information technology in 
health care. 

Gwen began her pro¬ 
fessional career in 1978, 
serving as a business 
policy analyst at the U.S. 
Government Account¬ 
ability Office in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. In 1982, she 
began working as a man¬ 
agement consultant, first 
in Washington and then 
in Boston, an occupation 
that defined the remain¬ 
der of her career. Her last 
position was as a partner 
with the firm Accenture 
(then called Andersen

She devoted much of 
her time to managing the 
Gwen Moore Children of 
China Fund, a nonprofit 
whose mission is educat¬ 
ing children in one of 
the poorest, rural areas of 
China.

Gwen resigned her 
partnership in 1997, the 
same year she founded the 
Gwen Moore Children 
of China Fund, which 
she is endowing with 
her estate. Her dramatic 
change prompted a 1996 
New York Times article 
on the plight of poverty- 
stricken children and their 
peasant parents in rural 
China. In 2006, Gwen 
received the prestigious 
“First Decade Award” 
from Harvard Divinity 
School. This award recog¬ 
nizes a graduate within 10 
years of graduation whose 
professional pursuits have 
demonstrated the values 
and skills developed at the 
Divinity School. 

Gwen loved gardening, 
reading, spending time 
with friends and family, 
sewing and the coast¬ 
line of Maine. She was a 
member of the Chinese 
and American Friendship 
Association of Maine and 
did pro bono consulting 
for a number of small 
businesses and nonprofits 
in Maine. She was an 
active supporter of the 
Bowdoin International 
Music Festival. 

Gwen was predeceased 
by her mother Verna 
Craig Binks, her father 
Hugh E. Binks and her 
stepmother Rachel Rog¬ 
ers Ripy Binks. 

Survivors include her 
brother Douglas Binks 
and his wife Joann of 
Anderson, S.C.; a nephew, 
Michael Elliott Binks, 
of Burlington, Iowa. She 
has many aunts, uncles, 
and cousins from both 
her mother’s and father’s 
family.

Jason and Debbie Denny know a thing or two about controlling weeds. With 28 years in 
business, the owners of Clean Cut Lawn Care offer customized programs and treatments to 
help keep lawns free of weeds and looking good year round. 


A warmer than 
average winter cou¬ 
pled with 80 degree 
days in March is just 
fine for most people. 

But for Jason 
Denny, owner of 
Clean Cut Lawn Care 
in Lawrenceburg, 
that kind of weather 
means only one thing:

Miss Sweeney oldest teacher in county 


50 YEARS AGO 
March 15,1962 

The following is a column by 
Wyatt Shely about Mrs. Myrtie 
Sweeney Morris, the oldest living 
teacher in Anderson County at 
the time. 

“Unless God gives us children 
of our own or children of others 
to teach, we fail to know in our 
old age the happiness that now 
comes to Mrs. Myrtie Sweeney 
Morris as she recalls the many 
years that she was privileged to 
serve in our one-room schools. 

“Daughter of the late Rob¬ 
ert Bruce and Martha Powell 
Sweeney, Mrs. Morris was one 
of a large family consisting of 
four boys and five girls. She was 
born on March 14,1869. Five of 
her brothers and sisters became 
teachers. 

“At the age of 17, Myrtie Swee¬ 
ney became the ‘school marm’ at 
Lyceum in Mercer County. This 
was in 1886, the same year that 
Old Goshen Baptist Church, then 
meeting at Lyceum, called Bro. 
W.D. Moore as pastor. 

“Recalling those early days the 
oldest living teacher in Anderson

County remarked, ‘Law, how I 
did work.’ Though the school was 
small, there was a class in mental 
arithmetic, spelling with ‘head- 
marks,’ a little class in geography 
and English composition. 

“Miss Sweeney’s next school 
was at Goodlett in Anderson 
County. Miss Rhoda Caldwell 
(Kavanaugh) was teaching at 
Young, not far away. Reminiscing, 
Mrs. Morris exclaims with emo¬ 
tion, ‘My, how I did love Rhoda, 
and both of us worked our very 
best to have good schools,’ 

“Later schools included Kays, 
Royalty, Wardsville and Hickory 
Grove. Wardsville with about 100 
on the census, had 90 enrolled, 
with an average attendance of 
72. The teacher, not only awake 
to the intellectual needs of her 
pupils was often found going ‘the 
second mile,’ to secure food and 
clothing for the poor. One pupil 
she recalls, was ‘very, very skinny’ 
and whose shirt and pants were 
‘just about gone.’ 

Mrs. Morris recounts how 
she secured material for a shirt 


and pants, and with a chuckle 
remembers that she made the 
shirt but didn’t know how to 
make the pants. She at times 
divided her dinner with the boy, 
but she was not able to live up to 
his expectations when on the last 
day of school he brought a flour 
sack, in which to get his share of 
the candy 

“Following her marriage in 
1896 to Burrus Morris, the teacher 
and her husband moved to Old¬ 
ham County. Mrs. Morris thinks 
there must have been a purpose 
in Mr. Morris’ buying a farm ‘real 
close to the Ballard school house.’ 
At any rate, Mrs. Morris was soon 
employed as teacher and kept the 
school until 1904. 

“After the birth of her daugh¬ 
ter, Martha Bruce Morris Boggess, 
the family returned to Anderson 
County and built a home near 
Lawrenceburg. Mrs. Morris did 
not resume her teaching until 
her daughter was ready for high 
school. 

“Her last years of teaching 
were at Cedar Grove. By this time 


the drinking cup was beginning 
to replace the common dipper, 
unbecoming, but conspicuous 
toilets, had made their appear¬ 
ance at opposite ends of the play¬ 
ground, automobiles and electric 
lights had come to town; and 
‘newfangled’ schools were serv¬ 
ing hot chocolate on cold days to 
ever-hungry youngsters. 

Mrs. Morris’ nearest approach 
to a hot lunch was at Cedar 
Grove, where for a while she 
made soup. A big kettle was used 
for this purpose. Mrs. Morris says, 
‘the children brought the corn 
and the beans and potatoes and I 
took the meat.’ 

“‘One of my biggest problems’ 
she says, ‘was keeping the big 
boys out of the sweet apple trees 
that grew near the school. How 
those boys did love to get those 
apples and give them to the girls!’ 

“Though her salary was never 
great, the delightfully alert, 
though somewhat hard-of-hear¬ 
ing , Mrs. Morris feels that she has 
been well-paid for her services. 
The satisfaction she feels in the 
success of so many of her pupils 
is a reward which increases with 
the years.”

Interim director finding, 
fixing financial problems

The Anderson County Health 
Board’s quest to solve its $180,000 
budget deficit is getting easier, thanks 
to a variety of financial issues uncov¬ 
ered and fixed by interim health 
director Tim Wright. 

During a finance committee meet¬ 
ing last Tuesday night, Wright ticked 
off a list of problems he’s found since 
taking over for former director Bran¬ 
don Hurley, who quit last month. 

“What we’ve found so far adds up 
to around $40,000,” Wright said in an 
interview Monday afternoon. 

Wright told board members that, 
among other things, under Hurley 
the health department was paying 
state taxes on its Bluegrass Energy 
electric bill, and that he had already 
asked for and received a credit of 
$600. 

Wright said he is working hard to 
cut overall utility costs by ordering 
outside lights turned off after hours, 
shutting down computers at night 
and limiting use of space heaters in 
the new building. 

“One thing we are going to address 
and soon is the fact that exhaust fans 
in the building’s six bathrooms don’t 
ever shut off,” Wright said. “The run 
constantly, and you cannot shut them 
off.” 

Wright also said he found a 
number of problems with the new 
building’s heat and air conditioning 
systems, along with its water heater. 

He said the first day he was in 
charge, he found an unsigned $4,900 
contract on his desk for a Louisville- 
based company to service the HVAC 
systems, including changing the sys¬ 
tem’s filters. Wright said that sounded 
excessive, so he called Hatchell Heat¬ 
ing and Cooling for a competing bid. 

“He’s a certified Carrier dealer, so I 
asked him,” Wright said. “He bid was 
almost $1,800 for the same service.” 

When Hatchell inspected the 
system, he found that the filters in 
place had not been replaced since the 
building opened last spring. He also 
found a gas leak, which was corrected 
by Atmos Energy town operator Ray¬ 
mond Sullivan. 

“Ray’s comment was that there 
was no charge, because this is how 
community partners are supposed to 
treat each other,” Wright said. 


Board to meet Thursday 

The Anderson County Board of Health will meet in a spe¬ 
cial-called meeting Thursday, March 22 at 6 p.m. at the 
health department on Glensboro Road. 

The board is expected to discuss proposals to cut its 
budget deficit, including possible adjustments to the 
building's hours of operation. 

Nurse contract OK'd 

The Anderson County Board of Education unanimous¬ 
ly approved last week its Anderson County Health 
Department school nurse contract to employ five 
full-time school nurses for the 2012-13 school year. 
The $121,360 contract installs one nurse coordinator 
and four other additional nurses to operate as satel¬ 
lite clinic nurses for all schools.

Hatchell also found that the sys¬ 
tem’s thermostats were not properly 
programmed. In essence, the building 
has a three-stage system designed to 
regulate energy usage depending on 
outside temperatures. 

Wright said the thermostats were 
only programmed to run on stage 
two, which prevented the system 
from operating at minimal electric 
use when the temperature 45 degrees 
or higher, and much cheaper natural 
gas when colder than 35. 

“The natural gas wasn’t even 
turned on,” he said. 

He added that the thermostats 
were also not programmed to shut off 
on weekends. 

“The building was being heated 
all weekend long, and one thermostat 
wasn’t even working,” Wright said. 

Judge-Executive John Wayne Con¬ 
way sits on the health board and was 
visibly unhappy to hear the problems 
Wright uncovered. 

“It was poor management, and I 
said so from the word go,” Conway 
said afterward. “We’ve since brought 
in a guy that some said wasn’t quali¬ 
fied, but he has already turned things 
around and has them headed in the 
right direction. 

“As for Brandon Hurley, I say good 
riddance.” 

Wright said his main goal since 
taking over is to “take care of the 
people of Anderson County. 

“No. 2 is to take care of the employ¬ 
ees,” he said. “They are good employ¬ 
ees and good people. 

“No. 3 is to get us in the black.”

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1975 epic was 
greatest game 


I t’s probably a good thing that 
Duke got knocked out of the 
NCAA Tournament, but not for 
the reason you are thinking. 

I would just hate to 
hear the CBS commenta¬ 
tors hyping the potential 
Kentucky-Duke South 
Region final by referring 
back to the second-great¬ 
est college basketball 
game ever played. 

Especially after a 
matchup of the schools 
involved in the greatest 
game ever will take place 
Friday night in Atlanta. 
Unfortunately, if you are 
under the age of 40 you 
probably have no idea. 

And that’s a shame, because nearly 
anyone who saw the Mideast Regional 
championship game played in Day- 
ton, Ohio on March 22,1975 knows it 
was the greatest game ever. 

Kentucky 92, Indiana 90. 

It is still music to any UK fan who 
remembers where he was the day the 
Wildcats snapped the winning streak 
by the guy who coached in the Big 10 
- he he - at 34 games. 

I was a 17-year-old junior in high 
school. I had just watched Henry Clay 
and Male advance to the champion¬ 
ship game of the Sweet 16 at Louis¬ 
ville’s Freedom Hall. A buddy and I 
rushed over to a family friend’s house 
on Barrett Avenue. 

It was on NBC, but I could not tell 
you who was assigned to work that 
game. Like anyone who knew how to 
watch a game, we turned the sound 
off and let Cawood Ledford call it. 

We were pumped. The entire state 
of Kentucky was pumped. 

And even though Indiana had 
routed UK 98-74 in Bloomington in 
December, I had defied conventional 
wisdom and picked the Wildcats to 
pull the upset. 

It might have been as a way to 
aggravate Ron Reed, the current 
men’s basketball coach at Kentucky 
Christian University. Back in 1975, he 
was an assistant at Anderson County 
High School and might have been the 
only local fan that guy that coached 
in Bloomington, Ind. back then had. 

But the main reason Kentucky 
was a trendy pick around Anderson 
County back then was No. 20, Jimmy 
Dan Conner. 

Everybody around these parts 
knew Jimmy Dan. They knew that 
Adolph Rupp had wanted him so 
badly that he made a recruiting trip 
to watch Jimmy Dan during his senior 
year at Anderson County. Everybody 
knew that Jimmy Dan would lead UK 
back to the promised land. 

Indiana had owned UK in basket¬ 
ball, football and anything this side 
of horseshoes and it came to a head 
three months before when Indiana 
handed the Wildcats one of the worst 
beatings ever. Then near the end of 
the game, that guy that was paid to 
coach basketball in Bloomington pat¬ 
ted or cuffed Hall on the head. 

UK assistant coach Lynn Nance 
wanted to go after that guy who had 
played basketball at Ohio State and 
had coached at West Point. 

On your bracket, it was about 
advancing to the Final Four. 

In your heart, you knew there was 
more at stake. It was about pride. 

I can’t tell you a lot about particu¬ 
lar plays that day. I have searched for 
video clips but have yet to find one. 

But what I do remember was Rick 
Robey and Mike Philips going toe-to- 
toe with Kent Benson, who was bril¬ 
liant in defeat for Indiana. I remem¬ 
ber Larry Johnson coming off the 
bench to hound Quinn Buckner. 

But most of all, I remember Jimmy 
Dan Conner and Mike Flynn playing 
like men possessed. 

Conner, the team captain, scored 
17 points and had 5 rebounds and 5 
assists. Flynn blistered the nets for 22 
points and dished out 5 assists. 

And when it was over, an entire 
state erupted. A police escort met 
the team at the state line on 1-75 and 
took the Wildcats to a celebration at 
Memorial Coliseum. It was the day 
Kentuckians could unite in a source 
of pride. 

UK went on to rout Syracuse in the 
Final Four before losing to UCLA in

Memorial Day, just three days removed 
from their third district champion¬ 
ship in four years, being hammered by 
North Oldham in the first round of the 
Eighth Region Tournament. 

“It wasn’t like it could not have hap¬ 
pened,” remembers Anderson coach 
L.W. Barnes. “We knew we could be 
around .500 and still be competitive 
and North Oldham was better than I 
thought.” 

North won that one, 8-3, on its way 
to the school’s first-ever regional cham¬ 


pionship and eventually finishing in 
the final eight of the state tournament. 

But that was supposed to be Ander¬ 
son’s spot. The Bearcats had won four 
regional titles and finished as runner- 
up four more times between 2000 and 
2011. Last May marked the first time 
Anderson had not played for a state 
tournament berth since 2007. 

“After being in the (regional) finals 
three straight years, it stung,” Barnes 
admits. 

The Bearcats were to have opened 
their season Monday night at last 
year’s state runner-up Mercer County 
after seeing the scheduled season- 
opener at Louisville Eastern rained out 
Friday night. Despite the early exit last 
year and the loss of some key players,

LEXINGTON - The next piece of the 
puzzle honoring high school basketball 
in Kentucky is about to be cut. 

Finally. 

“We have a lot of catching up to do. 
Indiana has had a high school basket¬ 
ball Hall of Fame for 50 years,” said Ken 
Trivette, the executive secretary of the 
Kentucky Association of Basketball 
Coaches. 

Trivette was speaking during a press 
conference at the Mariott Griffin Gate 
last Tuesday. During the gathering, 
the first 16 members -12 players and 
four coaches - of Kentucky’s new high 
school basketball Hall of Fame were 
announced. 

Some of the heaviest hitters in the 
history of the sport in Kentucky were 
in attendance, including Wah Wah 
Jones, who starred at Harlan High 
School in the early 1940s before being 
a member of The Fabulous Five at the 
University of Kentucky. 

Clem Haskins, the Durham High 
and Taylor County great who became 
an All-American at Western Kentucky 
University was also in attendance. His 
daughter, Clemmette, is also a part 
of the class but was unable to attend 
the press conference. Geri Grigsby, the 
McDowell phenom who became one of 
the state’s first girls’ basketball super- 
stars was also recognized.

All were part of the Hall’s first class. 
They will be inducted to the Hall, 
which will be located in Elizabeth¬ 
town, in July. 

Anderson County native Ralph 
Carlisle, who was considered the state’s 
leading scorer while playing at Kava- 
naugh High School, was also inducted 
to the Hall of Fame for his tenure as 
coach at Lafayette High School. Carlisle 
won state championships in 1950,1953 
and 1957 and was state runnerup in 
1949. 

Carlisle, who died in 1999, also 
coached at Kavanaugh and Madison 
High Schools. No one from his family 
was in attendance at the press confer¬ 
ence. 

“Kentucky High School basketball 
is the fabric of Kentucky,” said long¬ 
time journalist Billy Reed, who served 
as the master of ceremonies. “We want 
this to be more than some old jerseys or 
basketballs. We want this to be a living 
hall.” 

The new Hall of Fame bills itself as 
“The Essence of the Game.” 

The association has big plans to 
make the Hall of Fame something for 
all Kentuckians. “E-town will be the 
home of the Hall, but home is also the 
whole state of Kentucky,” said Trivette, 
who last coached at George Rogers 
Clark High School. 

With the Indiana High School Hall 
of Fame, located in New Castle, Ind., 
being such a success, plans for a similar 
project in Kentucky have been in the 
works for the better part of a decade.

the Anderson tradition. 

“I just think we have some 
good coaches,” Barnes says of 
his staff. “The guys are really 
dedicated and we have good 
players. We find ways to have 
enough good pitching to be 
competitive.” 

The current season should 
continue that trend as Barnes 
feels he has at least four, per¬ 
haps as many as eight, hurl- 
ers that can get hitters out. 
There is no Matt McWilliams 
or David Todd - Anderson’s 
top two pitchers of the last 15 
years - but Barnes says there is 
not a glaring weakness on the 
hill either. 

“There is no stud pitcher, 
but there is depth and we 
have pitchers that can get hit¬ 
ters out,” Barnes says. 

Senior right-hander Landon 
Case figures to be at the top 
of the rotation after some 
impressive performances last 
season, his first as a varsity 
pitcher. His fastball tops out in 
the low 80-mph range. 

Another senior, Steven 
Watts, appears ready to reach 
the enormous potential the 
Bearcat camp has touted 
since he was a freshman. Also 
throwing a fastball in the low 
80’s, Watts is blessed with some 
nasty breaking stuff. Control 
has been his issue through his 
career. 

“He’s throwing strikes and 
just happy to be playing,” 
Barnes says. “He can’t wait to 
get on the mound. 

Another right-hander, Clay 
Guffey, succeeds by keep¬ 
ing hitters off-balance while 
Barnes says sophomore Bran¬ 
don Eliadis gives the Bearcats 
a promising southpaw. “He 
is a going to be good,” Barnes 
says. “He’s a crafty lefty and is 
throwing strikes.” 

In addition, Barnes sees 
promise in freshmen Wesley 
Jorette and Josh Brown along 
with junior Zach Mason. All 
are right-handers. 

Senior right-hander Darrin 
Laswell, who last played as a 
freshman, is also on the hill 
and is re-learning his one-time 
wicked curveball. 

“These pitchers could win 
the region. We have the pitch¬ 
ing to get to the finals,” Barnes 
says. 

He paused, then chuckled, 
“Whether we have enough 
hitting or defense remains to 
be seen.” 

Michael Harley, a mainstay 
during his career, graduated 
last year while the Bearcats’ 
top offensive threat in 2011, 
Logan Woodside, who hit .441, 
is now at Franklin County. 
Outfielders Josh Brown, Alex 
Sparrow and Zach Taylor also 
graduated. 

Neither experienced catch¬ 
er returned to the team either. 
Travis Phillips elected not to 
play this year while Derek 
Spencer and his twin brother, 
Eric, a pitcher, moved to Iowa 
after the end of the second 
trimester. 

Center-fielder Granville 
Hayes is the Bearcats top 
returning offensive threat. 
Hayes, a junior, hit .314 last 
year with a pair of home runs 
and 14 RBI. Case, who will

be at shortstop when not on 
the hill, also got a point over 
.300 but other than that, the 
Bearcats have many questions 
about their attack. 

Heading into the season, 
Barnes was unsure of the bat¬ 
ting order other than Hayes 
will be at the top and Case, 
who has gap power, anchoring 
the middle. “I will be tinker¬ 
ing. That is what I do for about 
half of the season anyway,” he 
said. “We have got to play a lot 
of small ball, but to do that, 
we have to get the leadoff 
man on.” 

Barnes was concerned, 
however, after an intra-squad 
scrimmage two weeks ago. 

“We had just one hit in five 
innings,” he said. “It is hard to 
tell in intra-squad games, but 
early on, we are going to have 
to play pretty daggone perfect 
baseball to score some runs. 

Cole Sayre, a senior, moves 
from the outfield to first base 
while junior Shea Sparrow 
will be at second. Guffey is 
penciled in at third base while 
junior Tanner Roberts will be 
in left field with Jorette and 
Eliadis manning right. 

Freshman Brice Stockton 
is expected to be behind the 
plate. Barnes is very high on 
him. “He has the potential to 
be one of the best catchers we 
have had.” 

Barnes says the Bearcats 
have some young talent 
that will be honed by play¬ 
ing a schedule that includes 
six of the state’s pre-season 
Top 25.

We are 
going to win as a team 
and we are going to lose 
as a team. Last year is 
past and we are going to 
move on.” 

It appears the Lady 
Bearcats have done that. 

“We are coming 
together closer as a 
team,” says junior pitch¬ 
er Mackenzie Peavler. 

“We have gone out to 
eat a lot. We are having 
a lockin. Every Satur¬ 
day, we have breakfast 
together.” 

When the statewide 
pre-season poll came out, 
it seemed strange to not 
see Anderson County 
listed among the Top 25. 
The Lady Bearcats did 
receive some votes but 
Glass said that was not 
really warranted, given 
the team’s finish a year 
ago. 

Yet, he’s highly opti¬ 
mistic that the Lady 
Bearcats will be a big- 
time factor in the chase 
for the Eighth Region 


championship when 
the tournaments start 
in mid-May. “We have a 
long way to go, but yes, 

I think we will surprise 
some people,” Glass said. 

“Last year was a huge 
disappointment to us,” 
Peavler said. “I don’t 
think we were mentally 
ready. It was stupid little 
mistakes that got to us.” 

For most of the last 
decade, Anderson has 
been one of the domi¬ 
nant teams in the Eighth 
Region, winning two 
regional championships 
and finishing as run¬ 
ner-up two other times. 
But most of the current 
Anderson players were 
not around the last time 
the Lady Bearcats made 
the state tournament, 
finishing fifth in 2008. 

Glass is confident his 
team will score runs. “I 
feel good about our hit¬ 
ting,” he says. “We have 
four or five kids that can 
steal bases.” 

“I think we are going 
to be strong through the 
lineup,” Searcy said. 

Glass said that in a 
recent intra-squad scrim¬ 
mage, Alyssa Vest hit a 
ball over the scoreboard 
in left field while Mack¬ 
enzie Peavler tagged a 
shot off the scoreboard. 
They are projected to be 
hitting in the bottom 
half of the Anderson 
batting order. 

But, Glass cautioned 
with smile, “You never 
really know until you 
are hitting against 
another team.” 

What Glass does know 
is that his team has enor¬ 
mous potential. He has 
speed at what he expects 
to be the top of the order 
in sophomore center- 
fielder Molly Burkhead 
and left-fielder Anna- 
Marie Hyatt, a junior. 
Burkhead, Glass says, has 
set a goal of having the 
most steals in a season by 
an Anderson player. 

He knows he has some 
power in the middle of 
the order with junior 
third baseman Kelsey 
New, seventh-grader Bai¬ 
ley Curry, and juniors Jes¬ 
sie Crouch and Searcy. 

Curry and Searcy will 
both see action at catch¬ 
er and first base, while 
Crouch is slated to be the 
right fielder. 

“I have told Kelsey she 
is going to have to hit 
around .500. If she hits 
.500, we will win a lot of 
ball games,” Glass said. 

Vest and Corrin Robin¬ 
son, both freshmen, and 
Peavler figure to round 
out the lineup. “We can

move Corrin around 
the order. She can hit 
anywhere,” Glass said, 
adding that he is consid¬ 
ering using Robinson, 
who has started since the 
seventh grade, at the bot¬ 
tom of the order as what 
amounts to a second 
leadoff hitter. 

Robinson and Vest are 
interchangeable at sec¬ 
ond base and shortstop, 
Glass says. 

But as the season 
begins, the question 
mark for Anderson is its 
defense. The loss to Col¬ 
lins underscored that last 
year when the Titans 
plated four unearned 
runs. 

Glass says things 
will be better. For one 
thing, his team is more 
experienced, but older. 
“We have a really young 


team again,” he says. “We 
don’t have any seniors.” 

But at the same time, 
the entire starting lineup 
from last year is back. 

Curry returns behind 
the plate and Glass 
thinks she could be a 
gem before her career 
is over. “She has got¬ 
ten much stronger,” he 
says. “She bench presses 
125 pounds, but she is 
so young. She is just 12 
years old, and sometimes 
I forget how young she 
is. I have been working 
on her becoming more 
vocal, because we are 
trying to get a seventh- 
grader to take charge. 

A catcher has to take 
charge, but she definite¬ 
ly has the ability.” 

First base was up in 
the air as the season 
started on Saturday. 


Eighth-graders Kaci Cur- 
rens and Katelyn Harrod 
were battling Searcy 
and freshman Madison 
Brummett for the nod. 

Glass said that even 
if she is not at first or 
behind the plate, Searcy 
will be in the lineup as 
the designated hitter. 
“She is one of the best 
hitters we have got,” he 
said. 

Robinson, Vest and 
New are all steady while 
Glass says the outfield 
“has gotten tons better.” 
Glass also noted that he 
is trying to find a place 
for speedsters Marissa 
Walker and Lexan 
Overby in the Anderson 
lineup as well as hitting 
machine Courtney Gale 
Hawkins, an eighth- 
grader. “She is one of the 
best hitters we’ve got,” 


Glass says. 

Peavler, the Lady 
Bearcats’ top pitcher last 
year, will need to become 
more dominant if the 
Lady Bearcats are to 
challenge Oldham Coun¬ 
ty and Walton-Verona 
for regional supremacy. 
“One of the goals I set

So far she has pitched 
well this year.” 

Setting those indi¬ 
vidual goals is not incon¬ 
sistent with putting the 
team first, according 
to Glass. “We have had

The team is first.” 

Glass says his team 
has the talent to make 
a big run, but the road 
to excellence is often lit¬ 
tered with teams having 
good talent.
